TENNESSEE 
LEGISLATURE 
MEETS. 
An Extra SoBsion to Make Some Dis­ 
posal of the i ouvict Labor Question, 
Kashville, Sept. 1,—The Tennessee 
legislature ,ar..senibled in extra session 
with nearly a fall attendance. . Gov­ 
ernor Buchanan’s nies.sage was seat in 
early, and road to both houses. It is 
devoted, almost exclusively, to the pen­ 
itentiary question, and reviews at 
length the recent conflict between free 
and convict labor at Brioeville. 
He furnishes a great mass of infor- 
matioh on the prison system of other 
states, and he very urgently places be­ 
fore, the assembly the fact that the 
present outsixiken demand from the 
people should be met by some action 
that will afford relief from the competi­ 
tion of convict .with free labor. He fa­ 
vors an amendment to the. criminal 
laws so that counties shall hereafter 
retain prisoners convicted of ijetit lar­ 
ceny and minor offenses. This would 
reduce the number of convicts over 50 
per cent., as there are 803 minor felony 
convicts now in prison. He says the 
trouble at Bricoville' ’ emphasizes ths 
need of the state for a new prison. 
He discusses the four different sys­ 
tems of prison management, and shows , 
what slionld be done towards adopting i 
either. G-nvernor Buchanan seems to ' 
favor the state .account system in case 
the crimiinil laws are amended and a 
fann should he purchased. If, however, 
the criminal laws are not to be amend­ 
ed, the state should purchase or lease 
the coal and ii-on lands not now being 
developed, locate the prison thereon, 
and emiiioy the convicts in mhiiug coal 
and iron and mamifactnring iron. If 
the le.-tse system must stand, lie' recom­ 
mends that an effort be made to aivange 
a modification of the lea.se contract so 
as to restrict convicts to one or tw'O 
mines, one each of coal and iron to be 
wprhed exclusively by convicts, and 
tliat suc'i mines be in new fields not j'et 
entered by free labor. Tlif feature of 
the lease system affecting fr.e labor 
most injuriously is the iiriviiege of the 
"lessee to tm-ploy convicts in all mines 
without restriction, convict labor being 
m.ide a, scourge to drive free labor to 
terms. Tliis was the cause of the Brice- 
ville trouble. 
A lengthy report; of the Briceville 
trouliie is given. The power of the 
prison inspectors should he defined and 
increased, so that they may say liow 
and where convicts sliall be worked. 
Ho calls attention to the fact that lie 
ha.s been critiei.sed for calling out tiie 
militia, while the authority of hts iire- 
dece.s.sors was never questioned, although 
exercised upon much less important 
occasions. He reminds the legislature 
that if the lease system is wiped . ut 
arr.angenients must be uiiule for the ad­ 
ditional Irarden to the state. The main­ 
tenance ot 1,.50Q convicts will cost 
$¿200.000 per aniraiu; traii-sportiitiou, 
8.")0,OO0; au.d the amount paid by lessees, 
$100.000; a total of $700-.fl00-for two 
years, and added to tliis pOO.OOO for a 
new prison, malring a total of $1,000,000 
tliat lunst he raised in two yeare. If 
tliese increased e.yiienditures are made 
they innst be provided for bj' increased 
taxation, which should be put upon ail 
property alike. 
The le,gislature, after hearing the 
governor’s message read, immediately 
went to work. Bills were introduced 
in the senate to remove the penitentiary 
from Kaslirille aud erect new build­ 
ings : to provide that convicts sentenced 
to less than five years shaU be cared for 
by the counties; that ¡larties, when 
convicted of a felony for the second 
time, shall be sentenced to life impris­ 
onment. A resolution was introduced 
providing for a committee to confer 
with the lessees of the penitentiary and 
see under what terms the convicts can 
be secured for the purpose of erecting a 
new prison. 
In the house a hill was introduced 
appropriating $5Ü,000’ for the World’s 
Fair; prohibiting corporations and fii-ms 
from issuing scrip to employes, A res- 
olntion was offered citi:ig that the lease 
system is considered injurious to the 
state; that liaviiig 1.300 convicts in the 
mines deprives tli.at numlior of free men 
of work; that the wealth created by the 
development of tiie state’s resonrces 
goes into the hands of a few Kew York 
millionaires, and resolving that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to wait on the les­ 
sees and as’s. them to surrender their 
lease, and that if tliey refuse that tliej- 
be asked to take the convicts from the 
mines and work tliem inside the walls 
of the n'laiu prison.

The coin- 
imny has been mailing lately to -ll parts 
of the connlry a large number of p:ira- 
plets coutiúuiug the decision ot the,Lou­ 
isiana supreme court in favor of the 
lottery aniendineut jiassed by the last 
legislature' snbmittin.g the question of 
extending the cliarter of tlie co;up:;ny 
to the ixipular vote. ’ Tiicm wa.s .lome 
doubt on the part of the pi,•stufficc de­ 
partment as to wlietlier this pamphlet 
was in violation of tho. iaw. 
The present affid.ivit.s are liascd on 
the discovery in these pamihlets, it is 
said, of ft’ circular anil enveiots' telling 
how a person desiring lottery tickets 
can secure them througli the express 
offices. The circnlars vrero ■ discovered 
by Inspector 5Iayn.ird at Austin, Tex., 
the information about them being fur­ 
nished; it is said, by a clerk in the lot­ 
tery office. Acting under this informa­ 
tion, fifteen affidavits were filed liere 
against Mr. Paul Conrad, president of 
the company; 3Ir. John .Aloi-ri.s, owner 
of the Morris race course in .Now Y'ork; 
Messrs. Cin¡nmati Hyams, Frank .How­ 
ard, P. F. Herwig. ,T. L. Eerwig. P. O. 
Fazeude, ,T. P. Hnrner ;tnd others. 
Nearly all the geutlomeu are men of 
great wealth, most of them millionaires 
'and directors in the lottery comp:my. 
A majority of them are abroad travel­ 
ing. Tho.se wlio were here surrendered 
and were released on bonds. The otliers 
will be arrested when they arrive here, 
aud held to apnear for trial in Austin, 
Texas.

Slocnmb went 
into Hie field to d rivo a lio,g out, aud 
-that the hog fong’it Jlr. Slomnnli, and 
that in running liaekwar.l.s from the 
liog he fell info the ;;ulL' buekward.s 
and hurt himself. Bur snspi(d0 ‘ piiiuts 
so stroii.gly to the negro tliat :iu iiiquest 
.wa.s ordered, and is liow heiii.g iield. 
Tracks of the negro were I'ieiitifnl 
around where Mr. Slocumb wa.s lying, 
hut no signs of hogs.

A bout tho H orrlM o Itall- 
roiwl W reck In íío rth C arolina. 
C harlotte, N. C,. Aug. 20.—Fearful 
as ivere the details of the ■wreck of the 
AVeslern North Carolina passerigw train 
at the Third creek bridge, "á« sent out, 
tliere was no exaggeration about them. 
The full horrors of the accident can 'be 
re.alized from no written aocmmt. It 
w.ns the most disastroM railroad aoci- 
dc-iit that lias ever occurred in this state. 
Standing upon-the bridge andlookin» 
down upon the mass of broken cars 
ninety feet'below, one’s first'impreesion 
is to marvel at the fact that out of 3fty 
jiIq wi'.o went down in the íesrfnl 
cr-mh more tlmn half of them oscaped 
witli their live.s. 
All the Htore.s m the town were closed, 
In’iirt'ss w.as aliandoned and tbe whole 
people of the town set about canng as 
good -T.S they could for tiie aemi and the 
iajiT-ed- At niglitfall they found that 
ill their care were twenty-one dead 
bodies and twenty-eight wounded peo- 
lile Nearly tverv one of tiie dead was 
crushed ill the he.ad. The reporter drew 
rside the blanket from one corpse and 
sriiried hack at the .sight. It was tho 
\;odv of 5fr. Brodie. tho Chicago drum­ 
mer Death had come to liim quickly, 
mid lii« foaturos retained an expression - 
of liorrified fright. His eyes were wide 
open and staring, and his mouth waa 
open Anotlier corpse showeil no ont- 
ward signs ofi injiirv at all, wliile uiiou - 
still another no marks could be seen « - 
cept bad brnisea on the ..eyes.'" Eacli 
cor])-ie wan dresseu-imd'plnced m a neat 
casket The casket was hosed, and ».s 
siioii a.s iiistructioiia would be received 
for the shipment of tie body it woind 
be sent to the depot. 
It now appears pretty plain that this 
awfril di.saster was tue work of tranijis. 
■\ rail had bean loosened. After tlw 
accident it was seen that tue nuts had 
been unscrewed and placed on a rix;k 
near tlie bridge, and tliat the spikes liad 
been drawn. A sliort wnile previous to 
the accident two tramps. Had been put 
elf a train near tiie bridge. They were 
troublesome fellows and tlie conductor 
bail to use force-to eject them. Tlie 
belief is that, these tramps took up .a 
rail in a siurit ot Tevenge. They wej-e 
going in the direotio'o oi .‘ijillsbury, and 
the railroad authoritM» are inniiing 
exerv effort to catc’u them. 
Tlie following is a hst of the dead not 
inentioiieu neretoforo:

They knew and appreciated our ear­ 
nest desire that our creditors should 
be paid in full, Aviihout reierences io 
whether we would nave much or lit­ 
tle left, They do not own one foot of 
ground. Our sisters, actuated by like 
motives, conveyed to our assignees, 
for the benefit of our creditors, all of 
their real estate, with the exception 
of au heir loom in the city of Charles­ 
ton, winch has been in the fa-mily for 
more than 100 years, and which we 
were unwilling for them to convey. 
Our wives and sisters preferred the 
lirolection of our creditors and our 
commercial honor, to their own com­ 
fort.” 
TJie chances all are that with their 
credit and the ability which buiit 
their former fortunes 
the Moso.s 
brothers will, before many years 
again enjoy prosperity. Honor tells 
in commerce; with shrewd business 
men character very often counts more 
than assets, and a clear reputation is 
good cajiital. W hether these men 
die rich or poor, however, is a matter 
of comparatively little importance. 
They have made a name which no 
dollars could have bought for them 
and w hich they could not afford to 
sell for the combined wealth of all 
the Vanderbilts, Astors and Goulds. 
They have established an inheritance 
for their children richer and higher 
than any accumulation of money that 
could be piled up. 
hlbney is a good thing to have. It 
can buy luxury and power and out­ 
ward evidences of respect from the 
servile. 
It cannot, however, buy 
good opinion or real regard or the 
countenance of honest and independ­ 
ent men. Nor can it give a man a 
clear conscience, self respect or the 
consolation that the knowledge of 
life unstained bring.9 at the hour of 
death. 
A man'.s character is the one real 
thing in life—the one thing subj'ect 
to no chances ot fortune or changes 
of time, which no power can take 
from him or deprive his children of. 
I t 13 well worth enduring poverty or 
sorrow for, well worth dying for. 
These Moses brothers are Hebrews. 
They are an honor to their race and 
to the commerce of the country. 
They have achieved a splendid tri­ 
umph in their time of disaster and 
are far more to be envied than any of 
the rich and so-eailed successful men 
who have piled up dollars and se­ 
cured power by swindling, deceit, 
sharp practice and use of the teciini- 
ealities with whicli the law makes 
fraud easy and respectable.—Aniston 
H ot Blast.

tobe worked in the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad company mines in 
these comities, but no where else. 
The 
lessees are to pay the state .§250,000 for 
the labor of convicts during lea.se, run­ 
ning fi-om twenty-five to thirty years. 
The state is to pay for clothing, feeding 
trausportiug and guarding 
con-victs. 
The lessees are to be given the site on 
v.'hich the present mam city srantbs in. 
this city. 
They .will give 500 acres of 
laud where the new prison is to be 
built, on which iiartially disabled con­ 
victs can raise products for their ow n 
consumption. 
The building of the new 
prison is to begin without innch dela^-, 
convicts being employed in erecting it.

Colonel R. M. 
Humphry, gener.al superintendent of 
the Colored Alliance, admitted the ex­ 
istence of: this organization, saHng it 
iiad 'beeti induced by the organization 
some time ago of planters and merchants 
in certain sections, notably Memphis 
and Charleston, to reduce the price for 
picking to a very low standard, and 
that the cotton pickers had comhined to 
protect themselves from this dictation, 
and he thought they would be able to 
do so. 
It is learaed that a'secret' circular has 
been mailed at Houston to eveiy snb- 
Alliance thrqugliout tiie cotton belt, 
fixing the date when the strike of cot­ 
ton pickers will be simultaneously in­ 
augurated. and bow it shall be con­ 
ducted. 
The lieadquiuters of the Col­ 
ored National Alliaiice of the United 
States is in this city. 
Colanel R. M. 
Humphrey, general .superintendent of 
the Colored Farmers’ -Alliance and Cot­ 
ton Pickei-s’ League, has been aotivelj' 
at work in organizing the colored men 
for a general strike all over the south.

Whereas, Yonr success depends npon 
yonr uniteil action. 
Now, therefore, I, R. H. Httmphrey. 
by virtue of the'antbority in me vested, 
do issue this, my solemn procbamatioii,

The relative strength of the federal 
aud confederate armies has long been 
a disputed question. .Commissioner 
Raum, from the statistics of Iiis be- 
reau, has forever settled the dillici 
ty. ‘‘AVo estimated,” lie says, ‘‘that 
1, 20S, 707 soldiers of the union are 
now-living, and that 1,004,0.58 sol- 
dier.s were killed in battle and died 
during and since the war.

TO DEATH.

D a l p a s, Sept. £3.—At 2:30. o’clock a. 
Hi., a fire consmued a half mile of stalls: 
at the Dallas iair grounds, oesidcs tho 
two large pnvato'stables of H. B. San- 
oorn ot tloiistoii. 
The stahles con- 
tamccl 3GÜ stalls, and there were 200 
horses entered. 
The stables were built 
of .such combustible iiiatonal that the 
flames swept them from ilie face of the 
eirtli in 30 minutes, fanned hy a binsk 
wnnd. 
The scene duiiiig the fire beggared 
description. 
Dozens of men and stable 
boys were paniosti-icken, and made 
feeble efforts to save the horses, harness 
and otlier track paraphermdia, but the 
heat was so terrific that they did little 
or no good. 
Tlie flames roared like tlio- 
billows of fln migry;sea,'-bnt-above them 
could lie heard the terrorizing bellowing 
of horses, accompanied by the .sickening 
odor of roasting flesh. 
Ponderous .Nor­ 
man and Percheou stallions, from San­ 
born’s prívate stables, broke loose from 
their keepers and their fastenings, and 
rushed upon each otlier with the f iiry 
■of enraged lions, kicking ami ’oitiiig 
eoch other, and uttering piercing shrieks 
until tliey fell e.xluiiisted and were roast­ 
ed l)y the seething mass of burning tim­ 
bers.

Tlie actuaf method of the 
robbery is, to the lúiblic. entirely con­ 
jectural, hut the circmiistauces recall 
the clever robbery last Febrnaiy of a 
clerk of the London branch of the Bank 
of .Scotland,, a-s lie stood at a public 
counter of the National Provincial bank. 
The thieves obtained $60,000 by that 
haul, and nothing lias ever beau heard 
of them or tlie monev. 
Quite recentlv 
it was reported that, 'the .Bank of Eng­ 
land had been robbed of ,£2.50,000. but 
that statement was denied bv the offi­ 
cers of the bank.

A t the first settlement 
of this country before any towns, 
cities, manufacturing industries itc., 
were erected the farm values com­ 
prised probably ICO per cent. The 
figures used by the Herald do not 
prove that the farm values have de- 
cre.osed from SO to 22 per cent. Farm 
valuesfere greater to-day than ever 
before; but in the meantime great 
m anufacturing interests, great cities, 
great railroad lines and other enter­ 
prises 
representing 
wealth have 
grown up and the estimate as to farm 
values have become relative. I t dots 
not mean that the values of farm 
property has decreased but that other 
forms of wealth have increased. In 
view of the enormous growth of man­ 
ufacturing interests, the vast sums 
that have been put iii the biiildiug of 
railroads, steamship lines and great 
cities, it is creditable to the farming 
industry that it has held its place so 
well as a reiiresentative of the wealth 
of the coilutry and it is yet tlie lead­ 
ing wealth producing industry of the 
land. Farm values have steadily in­ 
creased and have not 
decreased. 
Other interest representing part of 
the wealth of the country have grown 
up. That is all. -It may he illustra­ 
ted this way: John Jones is worth 
say $20,000 and is the richest man in 
the neighborhood. Ten years hence 
he may be worth i.:i0,00{); but ii: the 
other men have prospered iu the same 
neighbbrhod and become wortb $50,- 
000 to $60,000. Because another man 
has goi more, it docs not argue that 
Joues, who has increased his wealth 
..$10,0<K) ha.s done badly in business. 
I t is w’ithiu the memory of mauy 
men iu this emintry, when land was 
to b 1 had at t2jf cents an acre. Hoiv 
alm ost any kind of land is worth from 
.$.5 GO an acre and upwards. Land 
iu Illinois, worth only a few cents an 
acre a few-years ugo, ;a now worth 
SKK) an aere. No the farm wealth of 
the country ¡inscnnstiintly increased. 
But the men wiio Iia.vc .set out to de­ 
ceive the farmers do not. -scruple to 
mislead tliem by such slipw oí com­ 
parative ngures 
are cilcuiatcd to 
deceive the unUiiukitig.

The good 
housewives, inliuence is said to have 
eftected the revolution in the W est 
last year, should reflect, on this. 
When they buy imported pearl but­ 
tons they pay 14 cents for the buttons 
aud 30 cents tax. If they buy Amer­ 
ican made buttons, they pay 14 cents 
for the buttons and 30 cents premium 
to 
the m anufacturer.”—^Talladega

When the public sball .kuow 
Mr Humphrey, aud how he came to 
tlie position that he now occupies 
in the Alliance tlie 
fallacy, of the 
cotton pickers 
mo'yement will be 
clearly seen. W hile we are willing 
to agree upon any just liberal and 
open plans to better our condition as 
laborers aud farmers, we object to 
ail unreasonable measures as pro­ 
posed by'Mr. Humphrey. 
The jwess has made a mistake in 
publishing Mr. Humphrey 
as the 
leader of the colored Alliances. No 
body ot colored Alliaucemen has 
ever met in convention or any other 
capacity and aj'poiuted Mr. Hum ­ 
phrey the leader of the Alliance or­ 
ganizations. He is the wrong man, 
a white man, who without invitation 
forced himself into the negro ranks, 
knowing these facts I safely say that 
the farmers need not give themselves 
any uneasines as the efiect of his 
proclamation. The strikers will not 
number 200. Seven-tenths of the 
members of the Alliance are direct 
farmers. A t Mr. H um phrey’s fig­ 
ures the picking of one bale of cot­ 
ton would cost them at least $20, 
making the whole cost of one bale 
not less than .$38.

KAXSAS MORTGAGES. 


The Greatest Debt in the Most Prosper­ 
ous Sections. 


W ashixgtox, Sept. 11 —The cen­ 
sus oifice has issued a bulletin which 
gives tlie mortgage indebtedness of 
the State of Kansas by counties. 
Total assessed valuation of real aud 
personal property in 1800 not includ­ 
ing value of railroad property which 
is placed at $57,866,233, was $290,.593,- 
711. 
Estim ated true value is be­ 
tween eight and nine hundred mil­ 
lion. It is found that Kansas has a 
mortgaged debt of $23-5,485,/OS, which 
not include the State and railroad 
laud contract debt of $7,661,718. This 
debt is 27 per cent of the estimated 
true value of all taxed real estates. 
The average amount of debt per 
mortgaged acre is .daced at f6.(>5. Of 
total mortgage debt .$107,145,039 is up­ 
on acres, aud $68,340,069 upon lots. 
Thirty-foui- per cent of the total debt 
in force against acres is on real estate 
in Western haif of tbe State, where, 
it is said, values are low and where 
settlement was made but a few years 
ago. Supt. Porter says that the larg­ 
est debt e.xists iu sections where there 
is the greatest prosperity and where 
there has been an advance in im­ 
provements. 


IViiiil it may Lead To- 
The cotton-picking strike has crea­ 
ted considerable comment all over 
the cotton region, and while there 
has been as yet no evidence of any­ 
thing of tbe kind as likely to take 
place in this section, it goes to show 
to what extent the colored Alliances 
m.ay go, and a feeling of unrest aud 
anxiety is aroused. It would be a 
serious thing for the gathering of 
the cotton crop to be iuterrupted, be­ 
cause there are very few farmers in a 
coudition'to stand a loss ■which the 
delay would be sure to bring. Speak­ 
ing of the circular issued and circu­ 
lated in Mississippi, calling ou the 
colored laborers to insist on their de­ 
mand for higher pay for cotton-pick­ 
ing, Congressman Catchings says: 
“I t is the work of a mischief-maker. 
The hope, of course, is to embroil the 
laborers with the planters and make 
trouble. The am ount of ivages pro- 
po.sed for pickiug the crop is e.xcess- 
ive and unreasonable. It is equal 
almost to oue-sixth of the value of 
the cotton. The planters cannot af­ 
ford to pay auy such wages to labor­ 
ers aud will not do it. The threat of 
a strike among farm bauds is- not 
lightly to be considered. íGotton is a 
perishable crop. W hen it is ripe for 
picking, the picking mii.st be done 
promptly, or else there is a heavy 
loss. I feel, however, th at tbe plant­ 
ers will be equal to tbe emergency.” 
—Moutgoniery Ailvertiser.
